The application has been amended as follows: 

In the claims: 

51 . The system of claim 33 42, wherein the set of instructions are attached to the 
electronic document. 

Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

In light of the Decision by the Board of Patent Appeals and Interferences (BPAI), 
none of the prior art references either singularly or in combination teaches the limitation, 
prior to said prompting step, said user selects a set of Instructions for 
abstracting the electronic document from a plurality of sets of Instruction for 
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abstracting the electronic document, each of said sets of instruction being 
customized, before selection thereof, to said electronic document, each of said 
sets of instructions configured to enable creation of a plurality of different 
abstracted versions of said electronic document. 

Grefenstette teaches prompting a user to select an abstracted version of an 
electronic document to be created from a plurality of versions and creating the 
abstracted version for the document by executing instructions to customize the 
document and output the abstracted version. Grefenstette does not teach the 
instructions are customized before the selection thereof or that prior to said prompting 
step, the user selects a set of instructions for abstracting the electronic document from a 
plurality of sets of instruction for abstracting the electronic document, each of said sets 
of instruction being customized, before selection thereof, to said electronic document, 
each of said sets of instructions configured to enable creation of a plurality of different 
abstracted versions of said electronic document. In other words, Grefenstette does not 
allow different users to select different types of abstracts that each may need of the 
document (See BPAI Decision, page 10). 

Katariya teaches customizing instructions before selection thereof where a 
plurality of weights are pre-assigned to respective portions of the electronic document to 
enable creation of the plurality of abstracted versions; however, Katariya does not teach 
that prior to said prompting step, the user selects a set of instructions for abstracting the 
electronic document from a plurality of sets of instruction for abstracting the electronic 
document, each of said sets of instruction being customized, before selection thereof, to 
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said electronic document, eacli of said sets of instructions configured to enable creation 
of a plurality of different abstracted versions of said electronic document. In other 
words, Katariya does not allow different users to select different types of abstracts that 
each may need of the document (See BPAI Decision, page 10). 
Therefore, claims 40 and 42-55 are allowed.
